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REMARKS 


Claims 1 and 27 have been amended to recite that the protective material layer directly 
contacts a light reflective surface on the second electrode and directly contacts the sacrificial 
layer. Claims 1 and 27 have also been amended to recite that the optical interference display cell 
formed after removal of the sacrificial layer is configured to interferometrically reflect light 
entering the cavity and contacting the light reflective surface. Support for these amendments 
may be found in the specification, for example, on pages 2-3 and Figures 4B, 5C, and 6C. The 
amendments to the claims have been presented based on the entrance of the amendments filed 
with the January 17, 2007 response. No new matter has been introduced.
